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For years I have been receiving “suggestions” that since 
my many customer-friends would like to know how “The 
Chrysanthemum Man” actually looks, it would be a good 
idea to include a picture in the catalogue. Consequently, I 
included one in 1956, but since the photographer left in all 
the lines it took me over 60 years to acquire, I am this year 
putting in a “better” picture—one with a lot of the lines 
carefully deleted. (However, I must admit that the original 
picture probably looks more like myself than this one.)

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Preface 


Well, here it is early in 1958, and time to get out a 
new catalogue—a job I dislike very much. However, as 
I did not get out a catalogue last year, I suppose it is 
doubly important that I get out one this year—that is 
if I am to retain my title of “The Chrysanthemum Man” 
(strictly honorary, of course). Anyway, here goes. 

Last fall I had some truly beautiful blooms, par- 
ticularly the exhibitions—my special favorites. Much 
of this good luck I attribute to rains we had in the fall, 
which with us is usually decidedly dry. To be sure of 
having enough plants for 1958, I have already lifted a 
number of clumps of each variety I want to keep and 
placed them in coldframes under glass, and to be cer- 
tain that they over-winter on the “dry” side, I have 
raised the level of the beds (about 700 lineal feet of 
the usual 4-ft. bed) about 2 inches, using mostly leaf 
mould, of which I have a good supply since all my 
neighbors save their leaves in the fall and lawn clip- 
pings during the summer for me. So, I confidently ex- 
pect to have a good supply of plants early in 1958. 

Again I can report negligible Thrip damage, but since 
the original treatment of 50% wettable DDT was sev- 
eral years old, I had the entire place treated with 
Dieldrin—just to be on the safe side as to sub-soil pests. 
So for the next several years I should not be troubled 
with sub-soil pests. I only wish that the problem of 
burned foliage could be controlled as easily. I imagine 
many of my customer-friends have experienced similar 
burned mum foliage. Well, about the best I can say 
is to spray every 10 days from mid-summer on, using 
PARZATE, with Zinc Sulfate added to neutralize the 
active ingredient and so prevent burn. I know spraying 
is a “messy” job, and to have to do it all along through- 
out the growing season makes it doubly bad—BUT I 
don’t know of any other way of having nice green 
foliage from near the ground on up to the bloom. So, 
if you are having trouble with ground pests and/or 
burned foliage above the ground, treat your garden or 
beds with Dieldrin and use the’ PARZATE spray as 
stated on the can, and you should have truly beautiful 
blooms in the fal] that will be the envy of all mum 
growers who see them, and undoubtedly win prizes if 
you care to exhibit them. 


BLOOMING DATES 

Blooming dates are very much desired by most peo- 
ple who grow mums outside (as most of my customer- 
friends do), and I have included them. However, they 
are approximations only and I have leaned over back- 
wards in trying not to convey the wrong impression as 
to blooming dates. If there is any error it will be that 
the variety blooms earlier (not later) than the date I 
have given. In figuring blooming dates for your local- 
ity, remember the blooming date advances as one goes 
north and recedes as one goes south. For instance, a 
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variety in full bloom here will not reach a similar stage 
in New Orleans until a week later. This should enable 
you to adjust the dates to your locality. However, just 
in case I have “leaned over backwards’”’ a little too much 
in some cases I would appreciate it if you would write 
me at blooming time, stating how the different varieties 
‘ behaved for you and the date each variety was in full 
bloom—not just showing color. By doing this, and en- 
abling me to correct my errors in blooming dates, you 


may enable someone to buy a variety they thought 
would not bloom for them, or—on the other hand, keep 
someone from wasting money on a variety that blooms 
too late for their locality. 


TYPE OF PLANTS AND DELIVERY DATES 


The plants that I wll ship will be well-rooted, small 
“plants” and not the ordinary small “rooted cuttings” 
that require potting up and growing on for some time 
before setting in their permanent location. They will 
either be root divisions taken off and grown on in a cold 
frame until they reached the the “‘plant” stage, or rooted 
cuttings similarly grown in a coldframe until they, too, 
have reached the “plant” stage. In either case they may 
be set in their permanent location promptly upon ar- 
rival. If wilted due to long journey or delay en route, 
immerse the entire plant (top, roots and all) in cool 
water for an hour; if only slightly wilted, place roots in 
cool water for a short time. In either case, give a good 
soaking immediately after planting, and water night and 
morning for a few days until they show that they have 
established contact with the soil and are drawing sub- 
stance from it. Each shipment will receive a treatment 
of Vitamin B-1 immediately prior to packing, which 
materially minimizes the shock of transplanting, so the 
plants should become well established in a few days 
and start to grow off normally. 

Delivery will be made this spring—from the middle 
of March on, as requested by the customer, or at proper 
planting time if no date is specified in the order. Please 
do not state in your order “ship at the earliest possible 
moment,” unless you really mean just that, as profiting 
by last year’s late March heavy freeze, I am placing 
a good number of most varieties under glass (have over 
a hundred hotbed sash), and in such cases I could very 
probably ship any time from the first of March on, and if 
you happen to live in the central or northern tier of 
states the plants might reach you long before the ground 
thawed out and it was safe to put the plants out. How- 
ever, if you are prepared to take care of them real 
early (greenhouse, hotbed, coldframe, basement, etc.), 
then don’t hesitate to request early shipment. But just 
remember—if you request shipment pronto, PDQ, or 
even sooner than quick, you may ant shipment just that 
speedy. 

Whether packed for air or evaind shipment, the 
plants will be packed without any earth attached. How- 
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ever, the manner of packing will vary as indicated 
below: 


For Air Shipment.—I have previously recommended 
shipping in plastic bags—-without any packing material 
whatever. However, I have about come to the con- 
clusion that it is best to pack with the new fiberglass 
or spunglass material. With me this material has proved 
about ideal for air shipments, as it affords sufficient 
moisture for the roots, and yet weighs very little. The 
following table gives the approximate weights and costs 
of various sizes of air shipments:

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For Ground Shipment.—When packed for ground 
shipment, the plants will also be packed without any 
earth attached. The roots will be covered with slightly 
damp sphagnum moss, and the plants then rolled in 
small rolls containing from 12 to 15 plants each roll. 
The rolls will then be placed in a suitable shipping con- 
tainer (which must be considerably stouter than one 
suitable for air shipment), and either anchored in po- 
sition with excelsior or tied in place with twine. Until 
recently I have been using the excelsior-pack method 
exclusively, but recently hav been inclined to the 
method of tying each roll in place with twine, as this 
method permits much more air in the package. Since 
air ventilation is very important while in transit, I al- 
ways cut good-sized holes in the box regardless of type 
of packing, and rarely have a package arrive in bad con- 
dition. Charges for packing and parcel post costs will 
be given under the following caption. 


PACKING AND PARCEL POST CHARGES 


As just stated, many shipments will be made by air, 
in which cases it will only be necessary to include the 
air parcel post charge as indicated in the above table. 
However, I imagine that most shipments will still move 
by parcel post, and since this careful gathering, label- 
ing, wrapping, boxing and mailing takes time, material 
and stamps, I. am asking my customer-friends to add 50 
cents to all parcel post orders that amount to $5.00 or 
less; 75 cents to orders totaling between $5.00 and 
$10.00; and $1.00 when the order amounts to $10.00 or 
over. Of course, this does not apply to large whole- 
sale orders at special prices, as they usually go by 
express collect. 

While this arrangement has worked out reasonably 
well in the past, it has not worked so well recently— 
since the parcel post rates took their “tremendous” jump 
a few years back (with additional increases anticipated 
in the next year or so). It has often happened that the 
50 cents added to small orders hardly pays the way 
through zones 1 and/or 2, with nothing left for the pack- 
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ing (in which I take a pride and which certainly costs 
something). However, I shall leave it as it is for 1958 
and hope it will work out reasonably well. I practically 
always include a few gratis plants with each order, 
so be generous in your allowance for packing and 
parcel post charges, and in turn I promise to be “gen- 
erous” with the extra plants. 


QUANTITY PRICES 

If interested in quantity, most standard and not-too- 
scarce varieties can be furnished in lots of 25 or mul- 
tiples thereof of one variety at around 15 cents each, 
but please write me first the varieties you want and how 
many of each variety, before you order in quantity as 
some varieties are slow propagators and I could not 
supply them in quantity at any price. Similarly, dozen 
lots can usually be shipped at $2.00 per dozen, but again 
I must know in advance what varieties you wish. Also, 
please remember that the above quantity prices apply 
only when you order the 25 or 12 plants of one variety 
—when ordering a plant or so of many different varie- 
ties, the “each” price prevails no matter how many 
plants are included in the order. 


RAIN-PROOF PLANT LABELS 

While I am so very careful to label each plant that I 
ship correctly and recommend to all my customer- 
friends that they permanently mark each variety, I re- 
ceive each fall a number of letters from customers who 
wish me to identify a certain bloom that they particu- 
larly like—stating usually that they just left the paper 
label on the plant and naturally it was not there when 
the plant bloomed. Since so many customers don’t per- 
manently label their mums, last year I started using a 
new type of label—a paper label it is true, but one that 
is “water resistant,” and as a result these labels will 
be on the plant in the fall at blooming time and the type- 
written name will be legible. This label seems to be 
solving the problem of variety names at blooming time, 
and so I will use it in the future—in fact, I have had 
my name and address printed on one side of the label. 
However, don’t depend on these paper labels too much 
(as good as they really are, occasionally a label will 
be lost). So to be on the safe side, permanently mark 
each variety; I won’t let a plant stay in my garden if I 
do not know the name of it. And, speaking of “labeling,” 
that naturally brings up the matter of correct labeling. 


CORRECT LABELING OF PLANTS 

I realize that there seems to be a kind of “racket” 
in the mum business, and that quite often when you 
order a very definite variety, and give the plants un- 
usually good attention during the growing season, you 
may be rewarded in the fall by very inferior blooms— 
undoubtedly not the variety you ordered, although the 
plant bore the correct name on the label. Unfortunately, 
nature seems to have unintentionally aided in this 
“racket,” as with few exceptions it is impossible to tell 
one variety from another in the young plant or cutting 
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stage. Fully realizing this, I have resolved to make my 
little mum business unique in that you will get what 
you order, or if you permit substitutions to correctly 
label the plant or plants I ship. Most of my business now 
is repeat orders—so that policy must be appreciated by 
discriminating flower-friends. 


SUBSTITUTIONS OR DOUBLING UP 


While you may safely bet your last dollar that I will 
not substitute unless permitted to do so (and I can often 
improve upon the customer’s choice), and if permitted to 
substitute I will be just as careful to properly label the 
substituted variety. I often receive an order for a plant 
or two of a large number of varieties. Often such an 
order is marked “No substitute.” Quite often, too it is 
impossible for me to supply every item ordered, and 
I have adopted the policy in such cases of doubling up 
on varieties ordered to make up for the variety or 
two that I can not supply. If your order falls in this 
category and this policy is not satisfactory, please so 
state in the order and give second-choice varieties in 
case you don’t want any doubling-up. If neither suits 
you, I will, of course, refund for any variety I can’t 
supply. But whatever you do, please do not write me 
that the variety I could not supply was the very one 
you particularly wanted. Please accept my statement 
that in such cases I will automatically know that the 
variety not shipped was the one you wanted most— 
that will save your. writing me a letter and my having 
to take the time to reply. 


To carry out the policy detailed above, it is necessary 
that I personally gather, label, pack and ship each order 
myself (which necessarily limits it to a small volume), 
and in return I would appreciate a postcard stating the 
condition of the plants on arrival, as well as any sug- 
gestions you may have. towards improving my packing 
methods. (I have received some good suggestions from 
customers.) 


However, being human, an occasional error will 
occur, and in such cases I would prefer to know about 
it—rather than judged guilty of deliberate mis-label- 
ing. Occasionally, despite my very best efforts to double 
check every order, I will send an order to the right 
person at the wrong street address—or wrong city or 
state; or the wrong person at the correct address. So, 
if you should be unfortunate enough to get one of these 
rare errors, don’t hesitate to let me know about it. 


WARRANTY 


During my over 20 years experience in dealing with 
the public I have found only rare instances of dishon- 
esty—practically all people who grow flowers are scru- 
pulously honest—but in order to protect myself in these 
rare instances, I wish it distinctly understood that I 
give no warranty, expressed or implied, as to descrip- 
tion, quality or productiveness of any plants I send out. 


With the above explanation and under the conditions 
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stated, I am offering limiited quantities of the mum 
varieties listed within.

It apparently never occurs to them that all 
I need to identify the variety RAYONANTE is 
the first few letters; whereas I will need to know every 
letter of their names or the package may not reach 
them. However, such is human nature, and I don't 
suppose it can be changed, so just for my sake PLEASE 
CONTINUE TO PRINT YOUR NAME BENEATH YOUR 
WRITTEN SIGNATURE.

OTHER FLOWERS 
While the Chrysanthemum has for many years been my 
“true love,” I am not prejudiced against other flowers, and 
when I see something I particularly like, I usually add it to 
my collection. During the past years I have added quite a 
number of items, and as a consequence had to buy the 
adjoining vacant lots to enlarge my garden—over an acre 
now. These additions were mostly of the bulb type, and I 
have truly enjoyed their flowers, as they bloom long before 
even the earliest mum shows color. It has been said that “An 
honest confession is good for the soul,” so I will confess that 
during the past few years I have also had quite a “love 
affair” with lilies (with the wife’s permission, of course). 
It has passed the “puppy love” stage, so I imagine it is se-

rious. Anyway, I now have as permanent “fixtures” in my 
garden selections from the better varieties of lilies grown 
in these United States, even including a few of the newer 
hybrids recently brought to a high state of perfection by the 
hybridizers in the Pacific Northwest. As a result, I can 
list the following, of which I have a fair supply: 


LYCORIS 

RADIATA, the well-known Red Spider Lily (formerly 
known as NERINE, Sarniensis). Fall blooming; hardy over 
most of the U.S. In foliage during the winter; dormant dur- 
ing the summer; blooms in fall before any foliage appears. 
Bulbs 75c per doz.; $5.00 per hundred bulbs, or $35.00 per 
thousand. 

AUREUM, the scarce and unusual Yellow Spider Lily; 
Fall blooming and equally hardy; bloom very outstanding. 
35c per bulb or 3 bulbs for $1.00. 

IRIS, Spuria . 

OCHROLEUCA GIGANTEA strain of this Iris; often 
blooms here for Mother’s Day; Standards white, falls yellow; 
very hardy and insect free. 35c per rhizome or root division, 
or $3.50 per dozen. 


GLADIOLUS 

BYZANTIMUS RUBRA (sold under the name “Flash” 
Gladiolus, and also known locally as the “Jacob’s Ladder” 
Gladiolus). By any name it is a very welcome addition to the 
Gladiolus family. The plant has typical gladiolus foliage, 
grows around 2 ft. tall, and here in mid-April produces a 
typical gladiolus spike with bright scarlet blooms. The bulbs 
are considerably smaller than the regular gladiolus varieties; 
they do not produce a new bulb each year on top of the old 
buib (hence can be left undisturbed for several years if 
planted reasonably deep and handled as you would tulip 
bulbs); and they are hardy down to zero temperatures. 
No insect seems to bother either bulb, foliage or bloom. 
Can supply a limited number of dozens at 75 cents per dozen. 

In addition to the above, I have quite a large (to me) 
supply of mixed narcissus-daffodil bulbs. I acquired these 
over the past several years—such varieties as Emperor, Sir 
Watkin, Laurenz Koster, The First, Paperwhite, and quite a 
number of other varieties the names of which I ean not now 
recall. I have mixed these varieties and used them to nat- 
uralize an area (and they really did an excellent job). How- 
ever, they are now too thick, and if anyone wishes to sim- 
iliarly naturalize an area I shall be glad to ship these bulbs 
to them at $15.00 per thousand (express collect). There is 
only one condition attached to this offer—IT MUST BE 
ACCEPTED BY EARLY SUMMER SO I CAN DIG THE 
BULBS, DRY THEM OUT AND HAVE THEM READY TO 
SHIP IN EARLY FALL. If you wait until late summer or 
fall to order I won’t be able to supply them as they will 
be in the ground with root systems well started. Savvy? 

LILIES 

As just stated, I am particularly fond of the lilies and 
hope to add from time to time new and outstanding varie- 
ties as introduced by the hybridizers in the Pacific North- 
west. However, it must be admitted to start off with, that 
unlike the narcissus, daffodil, jonquil, etc., the bulbs of which 
become completely dormant during our long hot summer, 
the true lily (whose bulbs do not become completely dor- 
mant at any time) does not like our “Deep South” climate 
nearly as well as the cool, moist climate of the Pacific 
Northwest. Our long hot summers tend to make these bulbs 
break down into two or more (usually more) small bulbs, 
and they in turn break down into smaller bulbs before they 
attain the size usually associated with “blooming size’ bulbs. 
Consequently while I expect to have quite a number of 
surplus bulbs in the next year or so, they will not be what 
is usually thought of as “large” bulbs. However, they will 
bloom and give a good account of themselves, and if you 
would like to try a few just write in—I promise personally 
to answer your letter. Here are the lilies I expect to have 
surplus bulbs first—Bermuda, Creole, Croft, Ace, Auratum, 
Rubrum, Single Tiger, Double Tiger, and Madonna. 
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
